Moon Captured by Earth. 

That he had mathematicaally proved 
a discovery that the moon was a planet 
captured by the earth from space and 
not a detached portion of our globe, 
was the announcement made Friday 
night by Prof. J. J. See, astronomer 
in charge of the Naval Observatory at 
Mare Island, in a report to the Astron- 
omical Society of the Pacific. He re- 
jects entirely the long accepted theory 
of Laplace and Sir George Darwin, as- 
cribing earthy origin to the moon and 
declares his discovery is supported by 
rigorous mathematical proof, based on 
the mehtods of Hill. Poincare and Dar- 
win. 

Prof. See’s announcement was a fur- 
ther development of his discovery an- 
nounced last January, that all planets 
and satelites are captured bodies, 
whose orbits have been reduced since 
in size and rounded under the seculiar 
action of the nebular resisting medium 
once pervading the_ solar system.

The Insur- 
i ance Department keeps up at regular 
'list of policyholders over the State 
who hold risks in out-of-State compan- 
i its and annually sends them notifica- 
1 tion of their taxes, calling attention to 
the law. This list is constantly being 
added to from time to time as informa- 
! tion comes of others who are protect- 
1 ing their property .in companies not 
! authorized in the State. 



Jute is India Hemp. 

So many inquiries are being made in 
Washington concerning the effect of 
the recent tariff on jute and jute butts 
procured by Senator Bradley and as 
there seems to be a failure to under- 
stand its effect, the Senator makes the 
following explanation : 

“Jute is also called India Hemp. It 
is a species of hemp grown by laborer? 
in India who are paid five cents per 
day. In 1890, the tariff duty was re- 
moved and since that time, it has been 
imported free. Last year 107,533 tons 
came to this country. The. strength of 
hemp to jute is as ICO to 60. For this 
reason there are certain articles re- 
quired to possess great strength which 
cannot be made from jute, and conse- 
quently hemp has a special standing 
in this field. But this field is quite 
contracted as there is comparatively a 
small demand for those articles, and 
the only reason hemp is profitable is 
because the crop is so limited. 

“When this limited market 13 sup- 
plied, hemp cannot in other respects 
compete with jute, and hence while 
the total amount of hemp raised and 
imported in this country is only about 
thirteen million tons, while as stated 
we have more than 107.533 tons of jute 
imported. Hence hemp is raised in 
small quantities. Instead of the eighty 
million tons we once produced, we 
now produce about eight million. , 

“If the amendment placing 1& cent 
per pound on jute and jute butts should 
become the law,- the production of 
hemp will be greatly stimulated and
